KEIRES IN BUSINESS PREMISES 


The fire waste in Canada) averages 
nearly twenty-five million dollars ev- 
ery year without taking into ac- 
count the lossos due to the interrup- 
fion of business and employees bhe- 
ing thrown out of work. ‘This vast 
amount of wealth is completely des- 
troyed; insurance merely distributes 
the loss, it does not replace it. 

Perhaps you have never had a fire 
in your store and can’t see any rca- 
son why you should haye one; but 
there is little or no difference he- 
tween your store and the thousands 
of others that are burned or dam- 
aged overy year. After reading this 
think the matter over and see if you 
have done all in your power to  pre- 
vent a fire, 

Prebably 75 per cent of all fires 
in business premises are due to care- 
lessness.t Think of what it would 
mean to us if we reduced our fire 
losses 75 per cent! ‘The saving will 
pay 6 per cent interest On about 
$300,000,000 of borrowed capital. 

You can do a great deal towards 
reducing the fire loss in your town, 
Have you good fire prevention and 
building by-laws in your town? If 
not, use your influence with the 
council to pass such legislation and 
help them to enforce jt. : 

Most of our small tawns are of 
frame construction, which is a con- 
stant invitation to a conflagration. 
Have a by-law passed requiring new 
business buildings to be built of 
brick or concrete; they are cheaper 
in the long run and give your town 
a better and more substantial ap- 
pearance, as well as reducing the 
danger of a sweeping fire. Tf you 
have a long row of frame Duildings, 
one or more fire walls to break the 
row will make an improvement and 
your 
insurance, 

Help to keep the lanes and pack 
yards of your town clean, tinflamma- 
ble rubbish may also contain rub- 
ish which is a menace to health; a 
clean town is likely to be a. healthy 
town and rubbish is unsightly any- 
way. 

Keep your own store clean. Waste 
Paper, packing material, etc., should 
not be left over night in barrels, jn 


boxes or on the floor, but should be } 


Temoved daily or kept in a fireproof 
room with a fire door on the Open- 
ing, or in covered metal cans, Look 
out for oily waste or rags; thes: 
should he destroyed immediately af- 
ter being used or’ kept in covered 
metal cans. 

Don't use sawdust or shavings to 
catch the drip from oil barrels; use 
metal pans or sand. 

Don't keep or use gasoline in the 
building, except a very small quant- 
ity, and then keep in a safety can; 
gasoline is dangerous, 

If you keep gun-powder or blasting 
powder, keep tit near the main — en- 
trance and notify the Fire Chief of 
its location, 

Use only safety matches, and. have 
your emp'oyees do the same; the 
others are dangerous; the — splints 
break; the heads fiy of; if dropped 
on the floor they will ignite yten 
stepped on and even if you are care 
ful to extinguish the flame hefore 
throwing the match away, there is 
a spark left which will cause a tire 
if thrown into indammable material. 

Be careful with the heating appar- 
atus. Have the chimneys and stove 
or furnace pipes cleaned once a year, 
In the fall make a thorougn inspcet- 
ion of the heating apparatus, See 
that the smoke pipes are in good 
condition, properly put cozether and 
supported, and that the turnace 
stoves or smoke pipes ara. a safe 
distance away from woolsork aud 
that the woolwork is PCoperly  pro- 
tected. 

Keep the hot ashes in eavered ine- 
tal cans, 

Keep the electric wiring in good 
condition, When alterations are 
necessary -have them made by a com 
petent electrician, Do not use ordin 
ary lamp cord for extensions, and 
hang it over nails or pipes; this 
Wears off the insulation and causes 
short circuits, 

All fires are the same size at the 
start and can be easily extinguished 
if discovered promptly. Keep a few 
pails of water handy and gee that 
they are always kept full and used 
for no-other purpose. A few 24 yal- 
jon chemical extinguishers around a 
Store are very useful; these should’ 
be kept where they can be reached in 
case of fire; must be kept from free- 
zing and. recharged, annually, So-call- 
ed dry powder extinguishers are 
worthfess. Dry sand is good for oil 
fires, 

Finally, keep your books up-to-date 
and in a safe place; if you do this 
you will have little trouble in ad- 
justing the loss if you have a fire. 

A few simple precautions will not 
cost, much and may be the means of 
preventing serious loss, and you will 
be doing your share towards reduc- 
ing the fire tax,

The department of agriculture for 
the province has completed its — or- 
ganization to meet the problem of 
harvest help. At a meeting in Win- 
niipeg at the end of July, a repre- 
sentative of the Alberta department. 
of agriculture and likewise of the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Man- 
itoba met the passenger agents of 
the three transcontinental railways 
and made arrangements for the dis- 
tribution of harvest hands at. reduc- 
jed rates in ail three provinces,

ment at these points. The parties 
in charge are Chas. S. Hotehkiss at 
KNdmonton, J. A. Weir, Lethbridge, 
W. Grant at Dairy commissioner's 
Oflice, Calgary, and L. Hartman at 
Sarcee Camp. Another agent is. sit- 
uated at Prince George and_ tickets 
are available from railway agents 
at the boundary on presentation of 
certificates from Canadian govern- 
ment agents which will be good for 
reduced rates, and from Mr. Treland, 
of the department of ,abor in Van- 
couver for rates from Victoria, Van- 
couver and New Westminster.

Much anxiety is felt as to labor 
conditions and much effort is being 
expended in dealing with the avail- 
able supply so as to obtain the best 
results. Continuous pressure is be- 
ing exerted to advance wages and at 
the same time national exigencies 
make it most desirable that the 
cost of munitions, which form at the 
present so important a part of our 
industrial production, should be re- 
duced. It is common knowledge that 
Vory decided economies in this regard 
could be effected if the supply of la- 
bor were more dependable and more 
ellicient. ‘The cost of munitions is 
frequently enhanced ‘and the output 
limited through failure to obtain 
supplies of parts that are essential 
to complete production,.. and this 
failure is often traceable: to workmen 
who insist on usual holidays and ro- 
duced hours of labor, Involving, as 


tal to the prolongation of the war, 
but additional suffering and loss of 
life at the front, the results of this 
insufliciency of labor does not ap- 
pear to be understood by many 
those who might give service and 
who ought to realize that this hour 
of their country’s peril demands sac- 


tifices and unremitting exertion on‘ 


their part. In the interest of the 
country’s general weifare it is most 
egrettable that our resources in men 
are not being conserved by more 
scientific methods of recruiting. It 
should be remembered thar the 


a munition factory are in their way 
as valuable and necessary to the 
nation as those of the soldiers 
the trenches, who in their perilous 
and imperative duty of carrying on 
our offensive on the battle-field, cali 
for and have a right to expect the 
utmost help from our factories. This 
requires, when occasion demands, the 
sacrifice of normal pleasures 
privileges in order that an abund- 
ance of artillery and ammunition 
may be forthcoming at crucial mo- 
ments. Soldiers at the front are 
daily risking their lives to preserve 
our freedom, and while they Are so 
doing, our universal and imperative 
duty is, with self-sacrifice and dilig- 


ence, to strive and provide them 
with anything and everything that 
will minimize the loss of life. Sac- 


rifices made within our well-defined 
shores to ensure industrial efliciency 
are insignificant compared with those 
being made by our kith and kin on 
their twenty-four hour duty in the 
trenches, for which their is no com- 
pensation in terms of profits or in 
wages,

Tn view of the’ recent frost and 
hail storms in many parts of the 
country, results of some  experi- 
ments by G. H. Hutton of the 
Lacombe: Experimental Farm are 
of particular interest. He found, 
for instance, that he was able 
to realize a value of $1.28 per 
bushel for frozen wheat when fed 
to fattening cattle and he thinks 
{t should have similar value 
wken judiciously fed with other 
grain to milking cows. The 
Wheat would have brought about 
80c per bushel at the ‘iocal ele- 
yator.

“The Hon, Arthur Lewis Sifton, 
Premier of Alberta, who with Mrs. 
Sifton, their son and marited daugh 


try for a’ few weeks’ holiday, is no 
stranger to London. Like his bro- 
ther, Sir Clifford Sifton,.who as Min- 
ister of the Interior had a large 
share in the development of the Ca- 
nadian west, Mr. Siftom has paid 
frequent’ tvisits to: London. 

“When seen by e representative of 
British’ Colcwial, Mr. §lfton 
apoke of the recent legisiation in the 
frovince,, ‘On Julis 1, he said, ‘Al- 
berta will lecome a. prohibition pro- 
vinee.
